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Porthcawl drugs raid 

Two men appear in court 


TWO men have appeared in 
court after two Porthcawl 
addresses were raided as part 
of an operation to tackle Class 
A drug supply in the town. 

Warrants were executed at 
properties on Suffolk Close and 
Plumley Close on Friday afternoon 
(March 23) as part of Operation 
Delta. 

At the first address, three men 
were arrested after a quantity of 
cocaine, scales and cash was 
recovered. 

Two of the men, aged 42 and 46, 


were arrested on suspicion of 
possessing cocaine with the intent to 
supply. Both have since been released 
under investigation. 

The third man arrested at the 
property has been charged with the 
same offence, as well as acquiring or 
using criminal property. 

Darryl Thomas Hughes, 63, from 
Porthcawl appeared at Cardiff 
Magistrates’ Court on March 26. He 
was remanded in custody and will 
next appear at Cardiff Crown Court 
on April 23.

I left 
school and did the 
normal thing, working in 
a factory and shop, but 
then I started in child 
care, did courses, and 
became a teacher 
supporting deaf children 
in mainstream education. 
I then went on to be a 
student midwife.” 

She had always 
wanted to work in an area 
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of the medical 
professional - ever since 
visiting hospital as a 
youngster with hearing 
problems, but people 
thought she was too deaf. 

A deaf teacher 
encouraged her to follow 
her dream. 

“She said ‘you can do 
it - come on’. I am now 
on my way to becoming a 
fully qualified midwife. I 
never thought it was 
possible. My dream is 
happening.” 

Sian’s message to the 
public is not to judge 
someone by their 
disability but to look 
beyond that to the 
person.

Estuary sediment 
assessed as ‘safe' 

NATURAL Resources Wales (NRW) has 
completed its assessment of the sample 
results of proposed dredged material from 
the Bristol Channel set for disposal in 
Welsh waters. 

Analysis of the samples by independent experts, 
against international guidelines, found the chemical 
and radiological results were within acceptable, safe 
limits. 

Following the results, NRW said it is satisfied 
there is no risk from the dredged material to people, 
the environment, or the wildlife that lives there. 

John Wheadon of NRW said: “The sediment from 
the dredge sites has been tested thoroughly by 
independent experts. 

“We are satisfied there is no risk to people or the 
environment and the material is safe for disposal.”

‘Please don’t give up’ 

- looking at the 
pitfalls of PIP 
assessment

Join the Hop 
Growing Club 


T here are 
difficult 
weeks in 

Westminster that 
take place outside 
of the Chamber. 

Sometimes these 
difficulties are distant 
from the major affairs 
of state, such as the 
consequences of Brexit, 
or a chemical warfare 
attack on a small town 
in England. 

I have just had such a 
week. Tuesday, I met 
with a DWP Minister to 
discuss the findings of 
consultations carried out 
by two APPGs I chair in 
the Commons. The 
consultations looked at 
the experiences of 
people with Parkinson’s 
and motor neurone 
disease (MND) when 
applying for Personal 
Independence Payments 
(PIP). 

One third of people 
with motor neurone 
disease will die within 
one year of their 
diagnosis. Sadly, over 
50 per cent of the 
people we heard from 
with MND had a face- 
to-face assessment for 
PIP despite DWP 
guidance stating people 
should ‘not normally’ be 
called. 

Two thirds of those 
who had been awarded 
PIP were called for a 
reassessment. 

Following the 
reassessment, less than 
half did not have a 
change in their PIP rate 
despite their condition 
deteriorating. 

The findings were no 
better for those with 
Parkinson’s. One 
quarter of those who 
had received DLA 
Allowance and were 


being moved across to 
PIP lost all, most or 
were downgraded on 
their benefit following 
the reassessment - 70 
per cent of these 
decisions were 
overturned on appeal. 

We also raised the 
issue of Special Rules 
for Terminal Illness 
(SRTI) with the 
Minister. This enables 
people with terminal 
illnesses to be fast 
tracked to access PIP. 
The rules come into 
force when there is a 
reasonable expectation 
of death within six 
months. 

In Scotland, an 
amendment has been 
made to the Social 
Security (Scotland) Bill 
to change the definition 
of terminal illness to a 
life expectancy of two 
years. We were seeking 
support for the UK 
Government to commit 
to a similar amendment. 

On Wednesday, I met 
with members of the 
APPG on MND, MPs, 
DWP representatives, 
and the two assessment 
contractors - Capita and 
IAS (formerly ATOS). 

A testimony from 
James, aged 29, with a 
new house and a one- 
week-old son, who had 
received an MND 
diagnosis. He filled in 
the PIP application form 


with the help of his wife 
in November 2017 in 
four hours. Two weeks 
later he was called to a 
face to face assessment. 
James was later notified 
he was not entitled to 
any PIP and had been 
awarded 0 points. 

James applied for a 
mandatory reassessment 
and was told this would 
take about eight weeks. 
Earlier this year, after 
he was issued with a 
DS1500 by his 
consultant, he became 
automatically entitled to 
PIP. 

The DS1500 
confirms a claimant has 
a terminal condition and 
could reasonably expect 
to die within six 
months. However, his 
mandatory reassessment 
of the first claim has 
still not been resolved. 

James spoke of the 
pressures on him and 
his family at a time 
when they should be 
enjoying the time they 
have left. His final 
words to the group 
were: ‘Please don’t give 
up’. 

I didn’t give up, and 
asked the Leader of the 
House for a debate on 
changing the definition 
of Special Rules for 
Terminal Illnesses to 
two years instead of six 
months. I was advised 
to seek a meeting with 
the Minister or a 
Westminster Hall 
debate. 

I managed to get the 
only vacant slot for a 
Ten Minute Rule Bill to 
attempt to change the 
definition of SRTIs in 
line with the Scottish 
Parliament’s Bill. 

I will work with MPs 
across the Commons, 
the staff of the MND 
Association and 
Parkinson’s UK to begin 
to draft a Bill. 


CALLS are being 
made for Bridgend 
County Borough 
Council (BCBC) to 
rethink their 
highways policy 
after disabled bays 
were left blocked 
off during 
roadworks. 

Suzy Davies, Welsh 
Conservative AM for 
South Wales West, and 
Cllr Carolyn Webster, 
County Councillor for 
Bridgend’s Newcastle 
ward, are calling for 
BCBC to take immediate 
action so that residents 
with Blue Badges for 
disabled parking can still 
access bays in the town 
centre. 

The bays in the town 
centre and near the 
council offices have 
been blocked from use 
since the start of March 
when the council’s work 
to build cycle lanes 
started. 

As part of the work, 
some of the disabled 
parking bays have been 
used by the construction 
company carrying out 
the work to keep 
machinery and building 
goods stored. 

“It is concerning that 
parking bays designated 
for disabled use have 
been taken up in this 
way,” said AM Suzy 
Davies. 

“Yesterday, I asked 
Welsh Government for 
them to clarify their 
policy and expectations 
for when councils are 
carrying out work on 
roads and footpaths. I 
understand that there 
will be disruption, but 
when an affected stretch 
of road is still open to 
cars, it would seem 
reasonable for Blue 
Badge holders to have 
access to at least some 
of the disabled parking 
bays.” 

She added: “Welsh 
Government have asked 
for me to write to them 
with the specific details 
of this matter in 
Bridgend as they did not 
know that disabled bays 
were being blocked in 
this way, so I will be 
raising this with them. 

“There is already a 
campaign from local 
business owners to see 
part of the town centre 
de-pedestrianised but 
strangely enough, BCBC 
says there is no money 
for that work. 


The latest closures of 
disabled parking bays, 
however temporary, 
appear to be a 
backwards step in 
getting more people to 
come into the town.” 

Cllr Webster, who has 
written to BCBC Leader 
Cllr Huw David about 
her concerns, said: “All 
of the disabled parking 
bays outside the council 
offices have been taken 
up with highways 
machinery and building 
parts or have been 
blocked off with bollard 
and temporary signs. 

“At present, any 
residents needing to 
attend the council offices 
to renew their Blue 
Badges will have to park 
further away and walk in 
to the offices, something 
which seems senseless 
and is doing little to 
support residents with 
disabilities. 

“I would like to know 
from the Leader whether 
the council had any 
discussions with car park 
operators, such as at the 
nearby Embassy car 
park, about them making 
some disabled spaces 
available while the work 
is going on. 

“At present, the only 
disabled spaces appear 
to be in The Rhiw car 
park which are far from 
convenient, or near to all 
the services and 
businesses that residents 
may choose to use.” 

The building work to 
construct new active 
travel routes throughout 
Bridgend town centre is 
scheduled to continue 
until at least April 13; 
however, council staff 
added that this period 
may need to be 
extended. 

A BCBC spokesman 
responded: “We 
contacted members of 
the Bridgend Equality 
Forum and the Bridgend 
Coalition for Disabled 
People before work 
began, to explain that it 
had been carefully 
planned so that bays 
could remain available 
throughout the different 
stages of the project. 

“Unfortunately, the 
schedule for the Angel 
Street part of the project 
has been affected by the 
discovery of unmapped 
utility cables beneath the 
planned route. 

“This has meant that 
we have had to locate 
the owner and arrange 
for the cables to be re¬ 


routed as a matter of 
urgency. 

“We are making every 
effort to reinstate the 
bays as quickly as 
possible. In the 
meantime, bays remain 
available along Brewery 
Lane and Rhiw Hill, 

Blue Badge holders can 
park for free at town 
centre car parks such as 
the Rhiw, and town 
centre shopmobility 
facilities remain 
available.’ 

Suzy Davies AM said: 
“It is important that the 
council do not presume 
that other parking 
options are in fact close 
enough for disabled 
residents who require 
access to the council and 
its services. 

“While I appreciate 
that work can become 
more complicated than 
expected at times, I 
would have expected the 
council to make 
alternative arrangements, 
such as designating 
some of their own car 
parking spaces for 
disabled residents.” 

Cllr Webster added: 
“When Suzy Davies and 
I visited Brewery Lane, 
we were disappointed to 
see that disabled bays 
were not available for 
residents. 

“Bridgend town 
councillors from all 
sides have also raised 
concerns about disabled 
parking options as a 
result of the ongoing 
works. 

“I hope that BCBC 
will respond appro¬ 
priately.”

Local farm awarded 
top silage accolade

THE 2017/18 
FWGS All-Wales 
Clamp Silage 
competition winner 
is Glamorgan 
Grassland Society 
Secretary Chris 
Edwards of RD 
Edwards & Son, 
Pwllywrach Farm, 
Colwinston. 

The judging panel 
agreed that Pwllywrach 
Farm as a whole 
package is well 
managed within a very 
tidy system. While the 
analysis on the quality 
of the silage (tested by 
Agri-Lloyd) is 
important, the judges 
also visit each farm to 
assess clamp 
management and 
feeding practices, 
among other efficiency 
markers. 

This year’s judging 
panel consisted of 
technical judge John 
Evans; industry sponsor 
Dr Huw McConochie, 
and the 2016/17 Clamp 
Silage competition 
winner William 
Lawrence from 
Pembrokeshire. 

The judges were 
totally satisfied that the 
winning combination 
demonstrated how to 
make the best and most 
appropriate use of the

fodder available; and 
the growth rates and 
weight gains achieved 
by feeding only 3kg of 
barley per day with 
excellent combination 
of grass silage, whole 
crop and lucerne silages 
were very impressive. 

Pwllywrach Farm (tr. 
Witches Pool Farm) has 
the perfect potion for 
feeding the 140 
sucklers, 350 growing 
and finishing cattle and 
the 1,800 ewe flock. 

The runner-up to this 
year’s very close run 
competition was dairy 
farmer Richard Morris, 
Bowett Farm, 

Hundleton (Cleddau 
Grassland Society). 
Bowlett Farm is a 500 
acre farm with 430 
dairy cows, four bulls, 
and 250 young stock.

A lbert 

EINSTEIN’S 
anniversary 
of birth was 
celebrated just a 
couple of weeks 
ago. 

Bom on March 14, 
1879 Einstein changed 


our notions of space, 
time and matter, 
launched modem 
physics and became a 
household name - no 
mean feat for a junior 
patent examiner in the 
Swiss Patent Office! 

In 1905, when he was 
just 26 years old. 


Co-op is looking 
for new charities 


THE Co-op, which 
has supported 22 
Glamorgan local 
charities in just 18 
months, is widening 
its criteria so even 
more groups can 
benefit from its 
Local Community 
Fund. 

When the scheme was 
launched in September 
2016 the beneficiaries 
were limited to local 
charities, but now not- 
for-profit organisations 
that do not have 
charitable status can 
apply. 

Co-op members, who 
receive a five per cent 
reward for themselves 
with a further one per 
cent going to local causes 
when they buy own- 
brand products, have a 
say in how the money is 
allocated. 

The Co-op, which is 
looking for the causes 
that will benefit from the 
fund in 2019, is currently 


backing a variety of 
organisations including 
1st Cowbridge Scout 
Group, Barry Round 
Table, and Ty Hapus. 

Across the UK, nearly 
3,000 organisations 
dedicated to supporting 
young people have 
received £5.4m, while 
£4m was shared by social 
inclusion charities, with a 
further £2.9m going to 
health-related causes. 

Rebecca Birkbeck, 
director of community 
engagement at the Co-op, 
said: “We want to 
support organisations 
that bring people 
together to make a 
difference in their local 
community. By 

widening our criteria, we 
can encourage even more 
organisations to apply for 
the fund.”

Einstein published four 
papers which reshaped 
physics. The first of 
these explained the 
photoelectric effect, a 
basic of modern day 
electronics, and won him 
the Nobel Prize. 

His second paper 
related to the motion of 
particles in a fluid 
(Brownian Motion), but 
it is his third and fourth 
papers which established 
him as a science great 
alongside Isaac Newton. 

In the early 20th 
century, space, time and 
mass all seemed to be 
absolutes - the same for 
everyone. Einstein’s 
publication of his 
Special Theory of 
Relativity, however, 
showed that people 
perceive mass, space and 
time differently, but that 
these effects do not 
become apparent until 
you start moving at 
speeds close to that of 
light. 

He showed that time 
on a fast-moving 
spaceship slows down, 
while the mass of the 
ship increases and that a 
spaceship travelling at 
the actual speed of light 
would have infinite 
mass. 

A body of infinite 
mass would have infinite 
resistance to motion and 
that’s why Einstein 
argued that nothing can 
travel faster than the 
speed of light. 

Einstein’s fourth 1905 
paper stated that mass 
and energy are 


equivalent. 

We are all familiar 
with Einstein’s equation 
E = mc2 which means 
that energy (E) is equal 
to mass (m) multiplied 
by the speed of light (c) 
squared. This means 
that matter and energy 
are essentially the same 
thing. 

Because the speed of 
light is a huge number, a 
very small amount of 
mass can be converted 
into an enormous 
amount of energy. In 
stars like our Sun, 
nuclear fusion causes 
two hydrogen atoms to 
combine to form a single 
atom of helium. 

If you were able to 
weigh an atom of 
helium, however, you 
would find that it weighs 
very slightly less than 
two atoms of hydrogen. 
This difference in mass 
is converted directly into 
a large amount of energy 
and this is what causes 
stars to shine. It’s this 
same conversion of mass 
to energy which lies at 
the heart of a hydrogen 
bomb. 

Einstein didn’t stop 
there. In 1911, he 
predicted that light 
passing near a large 
mass, such as a star, 
would be bent. That 
idea led to his General 
Theory of Relativity in 
1916. This paper 
established the modem 
theory of gravitation and 
gave us the notion of 
curved space which I 
considered in a previous 


article on gravitational 
waves. 

Stephen Hawking - 

By a very strange 
coincidence, the world- 
renowned physicist 
Stephen Hawking died 
on March 14, the 
anniversary of the birth 
of Albert Einstein. 

The British scientist 
was famed for his work 
with black holes (an 
Einstein prediction) and 
relativity, and wrote 
several popular science 
books including A Brief 
History of Time. Their 
names will be forever 
linked in the history of 
science.

T his week 
marks World 
Autism 

Awareness Week. 

Autism is a lifelong, 
developmental disability 
that affects how a person 
communicates with - 
and relates to - other 
people. 

It occurs in varying 
levels of severity. Some 
autistic people also have 
learning disabilities 
and/or mental health 
issues, meaning people 
need different levels of 
support. 

There is no cure for 
autism. Autistic children 
become autistic adults. 

With the right sort of 
support, all can be 
helped to live a more 


fulfilling life of then- 
own choosing. 

Much can be achieved 
to make life less 
challenging with 
appropriate education 
and support. It is crucial 
that there are services in 
place to meet the needs 
of the 700,000 people on 
the autism spectrum in 
the UK today. 

Autism specific 
legislation already exists 
in England and Northern 
Ireland, but currently 
there is no such 
equivalent in Wales. 

The last time the 
Welsh Conservatives in 
the National Assembly 
tried to speak up for the 
autism community in 
October 2016, Welsh 
Labour voted against 
this proposed law. 

The good news is that 
Preseli AM, Paul Davies, 
won the members ballot 
and has proposed an 
Autism Bill for Wales. 

The Bill aims to 
ensure that the needs of 
Wales’ 34,000-strong 
autism community are 
enshrined into law. 

If successful, the Bill 
would mean health 
boards and councils 
would be legally 
required to specify what 
services they need to 
deliver, and would 
expand upon the Welsh 
Government's autism 
strategy. 

Many carers and 
autistic people say this 


strategy does not go far 
enough to provide the 
essential support that is 
often required. 

Paul Davies said: 

“The entire point of this 
legislation is to put the 
provision of autism 
services on a statutory 
footing and secure a 
measure of permanence 
and sustainability in care 
and support services for 
people with autism 
spectrum conditions.” 

In this Autism 
Awareness week, I 
would encourage 
everyone to learn more 
about the condition, 
wear onesies, bake cakes 
and raise funds for your 
local support group - or 
one of the fantastic 
national charities.

UHW could host Trauma 
unit’ for south Wales area 


HEALTH chiefs in Wales have 
recommended the 

establishment of a major 
trauma network which would 
include a centre at the 
University Hospital of Wales. 

‘Major trauma’ is defined as 
multiple, serious injuries that could 
result in disability or death. They 
might include serious head injuries, 
gunshot wounds or injuries caused by 
road traffic accidents. 

The chairs and chief executives of 
the seven Welsh health boards have 
recommended the idea of a network for 
south Wales, west Wales and south 


Powys to their organisations. 

The recommendations were 
generated by an independent panel of 
experts. 

The recommendations propose that: 
a trauma network is quickly 
established; children and adults should 
be treated at the same sites; a major 
trauma centre should be located at the 
University Hospital of Wales; 
Morriston Hospital should host a unit 
too, and a timetable should be set for 
establishing the network. 

The recommendations will be 
considered by health boards across the 
region at their board meetings held in 
public on March 29 and decisions are 
likely to be made.

It is remarkable how 
the lustiest of voices can 
crack during Abide With 
Me and Eternal Father 
Strong To Save - 
especially during the 
refrain ‘For those in 
peril on the sea’. 

We are a nation of 
seafarers; it’s in our 
blood. Evidence of this, 
if needed, is those in the 
audience - whether they 
have ever put to sea or 
not - that listen to 
Sailing By then The 
Shipping Forecast each 
day at 0048hrs (or at 
whatever time depending 
on where in the world 
they are) on Radio 4. 

Part of its odd, poetic 
comfort for those on 
land and far from peril is 
that we are not 
experiencing hurricane- 
force winds and 
phenomenal sea states.

And he was not alone. 

Strangers, who read a 
story in this paper, 
fleetingly became Len’s 
shipmates, each wishing 
him fair winds and 
following seas.

O NE of the 
more 
enjoyably 
bonkers 

blockbusters of the 
last few years was 
Guillermo Del 
Toro's Pacific Rim. 

A film about gigantic 
robots (Jaegers) battling 
gigantic creatures 
(Kaiju) who come from 
a portal under the sea 
shouldn't be anything 
less than fun and Del 
Toro's film certainly was 
that. 

Despite slightly iffy 
box office returns we're 
back for round two in 
Pacific Rim Uprising, 
with the directorial 
duties this time around 
falling to Steven S. 
DeKnight. 

Set years after the 
events of the first film, 
we catch up with Jake 
Pentecost (John 
Boyega), son of the 
inimitable Stacker, who 
gave his life to stop the 
Kaiju in the first film. 

Unlike his heroic 
father, Jake is a former 
Jaeger pilot who became 
disenfranchised and 
wastes his days. But 
when he is forced back 
into service, along with 
a teenager, Amara 


(Cailee Spaeny), he 
becomes embroiled with, 
Jake, his former friend 
Nate (Scott Eastwood) 
and his estranged sister 
Mako (Rinko Kikuchi) 
must saddle up and 
defend the world again 
from a whole new 
threat... 

It says much of 
Guillermo Del Toro's 
directorial skill that he 
could take something 
pretty lowbrow in the 
concept of robots vs 
monsters and give it a 
sense of scale and 
wonder that made for an 
entertaining, if dumb, 
popcorn film. 

It's a path that Steven 
S. DeKnight has 
followed with Pacific 
Rim Uprising, the only 
issue being that 
DeKnight's experience 
of show running series' 
such as Daredevil and 
directing episodes of TV 
shows results in a film 
that lacks the visual 
ambition and excitement 
that Del Toro brought to 
the table, and sadly feels 
like a dumb, cookie- 
cutter blockbuster film 
devoid of charm and 
style. 

It's a big job for a 
first-time film director to 
tackle, and it's one that

Transformers films and 
the Mighty Morphin 
Power Rangers TV 
series (neither 
comparison is a 
compliment). 

There's just a distinct 
lack of magic, it all feels 
hollow and lifeless, not 
helped by a plot that 
trudges its way through 
predictable beats with 
the central mystery 
answered early on, 
leaving you very little to 
hang your hat on. It also 
filches, without any real 
subtlety, elements from 
both Independence Day 
and its turgid sequel.

character has an arc and 
some stakes - the same 
can't be said for the 
other characters, the 
likes of Scott Eastwood, 
Burn Gorman, and Tian 
Jing all trying to wrestle 
with being given no 
depth whatsoever, while 
the characters that are 
given some semblance 
of backstory - Spaeny's 
Amara and the returning 
Charlie Day's Newt - are 
so irritating that you 
genuinely could not care 
less about them and 
what they do throughout 
the film.

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Plenty to digest for Giggs as Wales 
fall short in bid for China Cup glory 


IT'S not just ‘80s group T'Pau 
who have China in their hand 
judging from the incredibly 
warm welcome afforded to 
Wales' footballers when they 
landed at Guangzhou early last 
week. 

However, this was no holiday for the 
Welsh team - it was the opportunity to 
take part in the China Cup, a four-team 
tournament that included the hosts (who 
Wales would play in the opening semi¬ 
final), Uruguay and the Czech Republic 
(it could have been titled the 'Teams 
Apart From Uruguay Who Failed to 
Qualify For The World Cup' Cup, but 
that was far less snappier). 

It was also the first time new Wales 
manager Ryan Giggs had taken charge of 
the team, having stepped into the shoes 
of arguably Wales' most successful 
manager, Chris Coleman. Given that his 
appointment was met with mixed 
responses, this tournament allowed 
Giggs to start his work under the 
watchful glare of the hardy Wales away 
supporters who made the trip to Asia 
rather than a huge crowd in Cardiff. 

For Giggs and Wales this was a golden 
opportunity - for the players, the chance 
AO rid themselves of the hangover of the 


failure to reach Russia this summer, for 
Giggs the chance to set a marker and, 
maybe, bring Wales their first trophy 
since 1970 at international level (when 
they shared the Home Championship 
with Scotland and the then-current world 
champions England). 

His first squad yielded few surprises 
in terms of personnel, with the return of 
Gareth Bale an incredibly welcome one, 
and while four players were forced out 
through injury, there was still a nucleus 
of players more than capable of turning 
on the style. 

Opponents China may have qualified 
for the 2002 World Cup, but since then 
have only impressed in fits and starts, 
having won the FAFF East Asian Cup 
twice in 2005 and 2010. 

But results have improved under the 
stern eye of Italian Marcello Lippi, 
meaning that for Wales and Giggs a 
potential banana skin lay in wait in 
Nanning. 

Going with a similar formation to that 
of his predecessor, Giggs also gave starts 
to Harry Wilson and Declan John, and 
was given the perfect start when Bale 
marked his return with a goal just two 
minutes in. Bale's second (a goal that 
drew him level with Ian Rush's record of 
28) on 21 minutes gave Wales a more

than comfortable cushion, and Sam 
Yokes' delicate finish made it 3-0 on 38 
minutes. 

Birthday boy Harry Wilson's gorgeous 
strike on the stroke of half-time made it 
4-0 and all but ensured Wales' progress to 
Monday's final, while the second half 
saw Yokes grab his second, and Wales' 
fifth, and when Bale broke Rush's record 
with his hat-trick, making the score 6-0, 

Giggs took the opportunity to give 
some game time to Ben Woodbum, Tom 
Bradshaw, Chris Mepham, Tom Lockyer 
and Lee Evans as the game 
understandably petered out. 

A welcome first game for Giggs then, 
in what was, the circumstances, a 
professional and disciplined 
performance against less-than- 
auspicious opposition, setting them up 
for the trickier challenge of facing 
Uruguay on Monday, the south 
Americans having dispatched Czech 
Republic 2-0 in the other semi-final. 

The threat posed by Cavani, Suarez 
and CO would be far greater than that of 
China, but Giggs named an unchanged 
side for the final, no doubt mindful of 


playing a little deeper to hopefully 
nullify the attacking threat Uruguay 
posed. 

A reminder, if any were needed, was 
issued by Suarez with just two minutes 
on the clock as he hit the post, but Wales 
responded with a chance of their own 
through Yokes, before Cavani just 
missed out on connecting with a Suarez 
cross. 

Wales, though, looked comfortable in 
what was an entertaining game full of 
chances and could have gone in at half¬ 
time 1-0, Harry Wilson's free-kick being 
glanced towards goal by the head of 
Bale, only for Muslera to make the save. 

It was Uruguay who opened the 
scoring four minutes into the second 
half, as Wales' defence were caught flat 
footed by a ball over the top, and the 
cross across goal was steered into the net 
with ease by Cavani. 

Uruguay had further chances to stretch 
their lead as Wales looked sluggish, but 
were unable to and as the half wore on 
(with Connor Roberts and Billy Bodin 
picking up their first Welsh caps) Wales 
started to take the game more to 
Uruguay, knocking at the door but just 
lacking that last pass, that little bit of 
class. 

Eventually time ran out and the China 


Cup was Uruguay's - however, what was 
far more important was the positives to 
be taken from this trip by Wales. 

It not only allowed Ryan Giggs the 
chance to start his tenure in a competitive 
environment, but also allowed him 
assess faces old and new, with the new 
caps no doubt benefitting from exposure 
to the squad dynamic and game time, 
while players like Adam Matthews and 
Declan John, who have been in and 
around squads, looked good in the 
playing time they had (John in 
particular). 

Of course the Uruguay game exposed 
the flaws in the Welsh game - yet again 
we lacked a cutting edge when Bale was 
being marked out of the game, a lack of 
composure, and quality, at vital times 
letting us down, and defensively there 
are certainly questions to be asked. 

But these are problems that Giggs will 
have time to address and assess with a 
friendly against Mexico in the USA in 
May before the nitty gritty of the Nations 
League begins in September. 

The China Cup will have given all 
involved plenty to digest in readiness for 
higher-profile tests to come, but Giggs 
and Wales will have learned much. j
